1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title Is required that is clearly 



indicative of the invention to which the clainris are directed.

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent 
and should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the 
patent is of a basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the 
abstract should be directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an 
improvement In an old apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should 
include the technical disclosure of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly 
those for compounds and compositions, wherein the process for making and/or the use 
thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set forth a process for making and/or use 
thereof. If the new technical disclosure involves modifications or alternatives, the 
abstract should mention by way of example the preferred modification or alternative. 

The abstract should not refer to purported merits or speculative applications of 
the invention and should not compare the invention with the prior art. 

Where applicable, the abstract should include the following: 

(1) if a machine or apparatus, its organization and operation; 

(2) if an article, its method of making; 

(3) If a chemical compound, its identity and use; 

(4) if a mixture, its ingredients; 

(5) if a process, the steps. 

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given.

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
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granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Clainns 1-6,9,12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated 
by Fabel (2002/0149196). 

With respect to Claims 1-2,6, Fabel teaches the mailing wrapper 10 comprised of a flat 
sheet (single ply) of print media having delivery information(recipient address) 41 and 
postage 42 printed therein in the Abstract, figure 1 and figure 6. With respect to Claims 
3-4, Fabel teaches the printed article (check) 12 enclosed in the wrapper with postage 
and delivery information printed thereon and folded about the article (check) in figure 6. 
With respect to Claim 5, it is noted that Fabel teaches a laser printer on page 4 at 
[0042]. It is noted that a laser printer prints the entire image simultaneously as broadly 
recited in Claim 5. With respect to Claim 9, an unavoidably necessary part of Fabel's 
invention is at least one computer readable medium with at least delivery information 
and postage information. With respect to Claim 12, it is noted that the printer of Fabel 
has an electronic representation of the of the flat sheet before it is printed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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6. Claims 7-8 and 10-1 1 rejected under 35 U.S.C, 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Bussell in view of Miller. 

With respect o Claim 7, Bussell teaches the electronic representation of the printed 
document(greeting card) in figure 3, the electronic representation of the 
wrapper(envelope) 60 to enclose the greeting card in figure 5, the printing of the 
document and the wrapper in his claims 1-7 and the computing of the postage on page 
2 at [0031]. Bussell teaches all the claim limitation except that the weight of the total 
parcel is weighed. Miller teaches that the weight 92 of the total parcel is computed on 
the front page diagram. The motivation to combine the references is that each invention 
has the same endeavor of addressing and providing postage to mailable articles. It 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to incorporate the weight 
scale of Miller into the invention of Bussell so as to "automatically provide the mailing 
piece weight" as taught by Miller in column 6, lines 50-53.
